A gigantic mass meeting was to have 
lM>en held at Clelsenkirohen Sundigr, bat 
was i^roliibited by the gnvemmeni 

It 18 impossible to tell how many have 
been killed already in the various en- 
counter with troops, as the dead bfxlies 
have been immediately removed liy 
friends and secreted. 

The strike committee at Dortmund, 
composed of Bante, Schroeder and 
Siegel, has issued a manifesto in which 
they declare that the strikers will nut 
resume work until the fullest concessiou 
to their demands is made. 

The kaiser will receive deputjvtions of 
tlie striking miners of Westiihalin, as 
delegiit<'s representing 100,000 strikei-s. 
The strikers assemlded in force y< ster- 
day morning and prevented tlu' oocidnj^ 
of the Althaase and 8pro< klioevel pitts.

Sub.He(]uently 'Mr. Hishoj) re(|nesfed .Mr. 
(ireen t/) think of a word he. Bishop, 
would name it by phu'itig liis hand on 
( Ireen "s forehead. Before he could con- 
clude the feat the mind reader was seized 
with eatrtlej)sy. Dr. Dniin was calle<l 
and ])ronouneed the iittiurk hysterical 
catalepsy. Mr. Rishon was removed to 
an upper room anil tifU-eu minuti's later 
put t<) l>ed.

WasHINOTON, May 11. The case of 

Charles E. Ping, iu a suit brought to 
test the constittdtionality of the Hcott 
Chinese exdtision law, was decided yes- 
terdaj by the supreme court This was 

an appeal from the United States cii-cuit 
court of California. The ai))K'llaiit was 
a resident < if the United .States mid un- 
der n previous law he obtained from the 
collector of the i>ort at San Francisco a 
uertiticate granting him tho right to visit 
China and return to the United States. 
Dtiring his absence from the eountjy the 
Scott law was enaet^'d, aud under its 
])ro\ isions lii^ cei tilicate was cancelled, 
lie brought suit aguiust the uullector at 
San FraaofaMO to oompel him to 
honor it 

The supreme court affirmed the val- 
idity of uie laWi The opinion recites 
the diilbtent tw iatto a between the I7nite<l 
States and CBdaa. The leoislation of 
congress, the eflbol of Cwniefle laltoi 
upon 0^difonda, the oompekition hi-- 
tween them and American laboieimand 
the disturbaMss following from their 
ptvsenoe, tiie laws of oongrssa of 18h-> 
and 1884, requiring to oridance of 
former residenoe from China laborers 
who left tho country and sought tore- 
turn. It considers and afirma uie power 
of congress to abrogatoalnaty, oiting au- 
thorities of the oouria on ue subject, 
holding that the propriety of such acti<in 
is not a mutt^-r for judicial ret-ognizance. 
but that it is a niatt4'r for the i>oliticid 
department, tlie jxiwer of congr(^ss to ex- 
(dude aliens from the country whose 
lu'esence is inimical to <)ur inte rests and 
recites dcidar.itioli on that subject of the 
lifleicnt secretaries of state. It e\alu- 
ines at IciiL'th and answers the various 
objections to the lc;.;islation. The opin- 
ion of the <!ouit is unanimous.
